It 
is believed the depositors will be 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
What a Gentleman Observed in an 
Eight Months’ Residence. 


The Climate—Variation of Thermometer—The 
Winter's Drouths—Products—Mar- 
keta—Health, Etc. 


Ir is the purpose of the writer 
to answer some questions asked by 
persons at a distance as to South- 
ern California. A residence of 
eight months has given some.op- 
portunities of observation, and he 
can speak only of Los Angeles and 
what he has known of it since 
July 1st, 1881. 

The question of climate stands 
first of all. Is it what was ex- 
pected? No. In the absence of 
definite report on this point an 
uncomfortable heat was  antici- 
pated. No advantage was hoped 
for to one coming from an altitude 
of over 5,000 feet above the tides, 
and from a higher altitude by 
nearly six degrees, and yet the ad- 
vantage was most decided, and a 
most happy sense of relief ex- 
perienced. A_ daily statement 
shows an average variation of 19 
degrees from morning until noon. 
Throughout the month of July 
the highest mercury was 84 de- 


grees, the lowest 50. Throughout 
the month of August the variation 
was three degrees higher than the 
month preceding. The average 
was much increased by the marked 
heat of the 6th, 7th and 8th days 
of this month. On the 6th the 
mercury rose to 102 degrees at 1 
P,M. This with the two following 
days were decidedly hot and un- 
comfortable, and yet the evenings 
and nights were not sultry. Thus 
out of 60 there were only three 
that could be called really hot 
days. The almost invariable winds 
from the coast, springing up in 
the morning frem the south and 
bearing around to the west in 
the after part of the day, delight- 
fully mnodified the heat that would 
otherwise have been intense. 
Is it cold in winter? . Yes, at 
least colder than had been antici- 
pated. To one who expects to 
find fires and winter clothes no 
longer necessary, California will 
furnish a surprise. When the mer- 
cury falls to the neighborhood of 
30 degrees there must be ice, and 
this is sometimes the case. Frosts 
are not unfrequent, but when 
orange trees will bloom and flowers 
flourish out of doors in winter the 
cold cannot. be intense. The 
average Variation from dawn until 
noon throughout the month of 
January was 20 degrees; the 
highest mercury was 70 degrees, 
the lowest -30 degrees. On the 
12th of January we had a light fall 
of snow which disappeared in less 
than two hours. Thus it will be 
seen that both in summer and in 
winter we have colder weather 
than many imagine to be possible 
in Southern California. 
Are not the droughts a serious 
drawback? A dry year in any 
part of the country must be at- 
tended with more or less of distress 
to certain interests. Once in five, 
some say once in each seven years, 
there is such a drought as permits 
on profitable vegetation outside of 
water lines. But in this respect 
California resembles other States 
whose reputation for profitable cul- 
ture is well assured. There are 
Western States where it is safe to 
say that once in tliree years the 
crops are almost totally destroyed, 
either by drought on the one hand, 
or immoderate rains on the other. 
Southern California has never suf- 
fered from floods upon her growing 
or maturing crops. Comparisen in 
this respect is very favorable to 
this State, there being an increased 
certainty of a crop. The living 
streams of the Coast Range of 
mountains furnish unfailing ir- 
rigation to a large scope of country 
within the lines of which there is 
no such thing as failure. Outside 
of water limits there is the possi- 
bility of losing « crop once in five 
years, and four crops out of five in 
any country isan excellentshowing. 
s there a diversity of products 
in the country? It is quite within 
the bounds of truth:to say that 
there is no section of equal breath 
upon the whole continent where a 
greater variety of things can be 
produced. In the list of both 
citrus and deciduous fruits we 
omit scarcely any from the list. 
The apple flourishes beside the 
orange; the apricot and the Bart- 
lett pear “dag quite as well as the 
lemon; the peach, the nectarine 
and the fig grow side by side. 
The English walnut, the almond 
and the olive find here grateful 
surroundings. 
The ocean front is not considered 
favorable to the growing of wheat, 
owing to the liability to rust, but 
back in its sheltering valleys very 
fine: crops ure raised. Barley is 
the great in product of * the 
country, and the hay made from 
it.in its unripened state as well as 
the ripened grain itself, constitute 
a valuable feed for all kiuds of 
stock. This is harvested early 
enough to permit a crop of corn to 
be grown on the same space the 
same year.

By this it will be seen that the 
railroads are making such con- 
cessions as will permit the pro- 
ducer to reap the reward of his 
labors. These are considerations 
that fully justify the large on- 
pouring of people from all parts of 
the country, who find in this genial 
climate a gratifying union of 
pleasure and profit. 

The question of health has in- 
duced perhaps a larger percentage 
of immigration than any’ other 
single cause. As a last resort in- 
valids who have tried the most 
favored health resorts of the world 
turn to Southern California as their 
last earthly hope. Alas! in many 
cases no climate can do more than 
to bring temporary relief and pro- 
long the life beyond what could be 
hoped for in climates more violent. 
In instances, not’ a few, where 
death seemed inevitable, this cli- 
mate has wroughtacure. As to 
the absolute certainty of benefit in 
any given case, no one can say in 
advance. With abundance of fruit 
and the chance to be in the sun- 
shine anid open air so much of the 
time, the probabilities are in favor 
of benefit to almost any case of 
chronic sickness. However, an 
actual trial must be made, and, 
where it is practicable this should 
be done before a permanent re- 
moval is made.

Here the band struck up the grand 
old martial air ‘‘Marching through 
Georgia.’”’ General Sherman, followed 


his party, then stepped out on the 
and was received with 
cheers. He spoke as follows: 

“Well, I see you have called accord- 
ing to your promise, but not exactly in 
accordance with my wishes, because I 
preferred to see you individually rather 
than collectively, for my voice is hoarse, 
as I have been drinking too much Ari- 
zona dust.

Colonel Childs, says the Napa Regis- 
ter, has received 100 pounds of catfish 
for breeding purposes.

The Redwood City Journal says: Mc-

They are beautiful specimens of the 
finny tribe, and tickle the palate as a 
lover of fish seldom gets tickled. 

Referring to the coursing meeting of 
the Sacramento club, the Dixon Tribune 
says: ‘‘The boys are loud in their 
praises of the treatment they received 
at the hands of the Sacramento club, 
and the judgment was exceptionally fair 
and satisfactory in every instance."’ 
Says the Pujoranian: ‘‘We have heard 
several complaints lately that lumber- 
men on the upper San Lorenzo did not 
keep their sawdust out of the stream, 
and that in places the stream was 
obstructed to such an extent that the 
salmon could not get up to the head- 
waters to spawn.”’ 

Large numbers of salmon are arriving 
in Vallejo every day, being caught in 
the straits. One fisherman caught 25 
large-sized salmon upposite the Monad- 
nock wharf the other morning. It is 
expected the canneries on the Sacra- 
mento river will start up next week, 
says the Vallejo Chronicle. 

Two thousand dollars, for a fishing 
rod is a tall price, yet that is the figure 
paid for one belonging to Mr. Purdy, 
the famous English gunmaker. It isa 
whipped cane rod, with stoppers, joint 
sockets, rings, winch-fittings, and winch 
itself of solid 18-carat gold,* while the 
butt and stoppers are tipped with topaz 
and garnet.

A Most Pitiable Chinese Subject of 
Misery. 

Yesterday afternoon in company with 
Drs. H. K. McLellan and J. D. Hartley, 
and Henry King, Chief of Police, a 
Trmgs reporter paid a second visit to 
Chinatown, this time to accompany the 
two above-named physicians and wit- 
ness their examination of a case of sup- 


posed leprosy, as reported by one of 
the policemen. With Chief King 
at the head, the examining 
party, fully deodorized, and highly 
charged with carbolic acid and other 
disinfectants, turned off Main street at 
the plaza, and taking a circuit around 
the adobes and gabbling groups of Mon- 

lians, entered a miserable hovel. 

way back in a-dark room was found a 
Chinaman suffering from an accumula- 
tion of diseases, the names of which 
alone, as‘described by the accompany- 
ing physicians, were enough to kill the 
man, let alone the diseases themselves. 

‘*Where’s the sick man, Mary?’’ de- 
manded Chief King of a Chinawoman, 
who stood at a side door as the party 
entered. 

** You like see sick man? here,’’ she 
said, pointing to the little kennel he oc- 
cupied. The place was too small for all 
to get in at once. The Chief said he 
preferred to remain outside, and the 
physicians hesitated about entering. 

**Me bring him vut,’’ the woman said, 
and at her command a stout Chinaman 
brought out the victim into a room 
where there was enough light to make a 
good examination. 

He was a most pitiable looking object, 
all bent double, his legs all drawn out 
of shape, as he was seated ona rough 
chair before the doctors. His body was 
covered with great ulcers, his feag were 
drawn in, his hair was matted, while | 
words would 
facial appearance. The r man 
was blind, and has but little time 
to live, yet he still retained full posses- 
sion of his mental faculties. The China- 
men said his age was fifty-five years, 
and that he had been unable to work 
for about 9 year. The Chinese phy- 
sicians, whom some superstitious white 
people think amount to something, 
could not cure him, and he had been 
too poor to obtain aid of a white doctor. 
A diagnosis of the case showed that he 
was suffering from the following four 
diseases: 

1. Tertiary syphilis. 

2. Syphilitic paralysis. 

3. Gonorrhceal ophthalmia. 

4. Hydrocele. 


Any of the first three are infectious, 
and fatal if neglected. It was only the 
question of time for any of the diseases 
to reach the vital part. 

While this case is not true leprosy, it 
approximates it in loathsomeness, and 
the victim might as well have leprosy 
as tar as any hopes of recovery or infec- 
tion are concerned. 

While the examination was in pro- 
gress, the news was quickly circulated 
throughout all Chinatown that ‘‘Mel- 
ican men doctuhs’’ were around, 
and a large crowd of Mongolians 
assembled, peering in from pigeon holes 
and doors at the disgusting sight, and 
chattering worse than the men of Babel, 
many of them angry at the good work 
the examining party were doing, but 
the presence of Chief King made all re- 
spectful in their demeanor. 

There are several other similar cases 
of diseases in Chinatown, but lack of 
time prevented the attendance of the 
party yesterday afternoon. 

The Health Committee of the City 
Council, it is reported, will visit and 
inspect Chinatown to-day. It is time 
that this crying nuisance should be re- 
moved, not merely out of the fire limits, 
but out of the city.
